Two Torrance school admin-|
Istrators received their doctor
of education degrees as a result

of work done with the Little
Red School House plan in Tor- |
rance. |

The degrees were bestowed |
by the University of Southern
California upon Walter Re-
woldt, director of instruction
for the Torrance Unified School |
District, and Warren Hamilton, |
director of special services. |

The Little Red School House |
project originated here with
Rewoldt who was then joined
by Hamilton in making the eval-
uation.

The basic idea is that children
learn more from those who are
different than from those who
are similar,

Students were placed in
classes that contained three
grades (multi-grade) with an
age range of three or more
years and then compared with
pupils in single-grade classes
The findings favored the
multi-grade system.

The experiment was tried on
a limited scale at Walteria ele-
mentary school and will con-
tinue this year,

Director of instruction in the
Torrance Unified School Dis.
trict for the past nine years,
Rehwoldt formerly held admin-
istrative positions in the Mon-
tebello, Calif., and Grand Junc-
tion, Colo., school systems.
